SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES, 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hainsworth  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1960, 


The  subject  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  which  has 
occupied  a  prominent  position  in  this  preamble  for  many  years  now 
appears  to  be  happily  settled  and  the  long  awaited  improvements  have 
been  adopted.  The  final  stages  necessary  before  tenders  are  to  be 
invited  are  in  progress  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  government  policy 
will  not  delay  this  work  unduly  since  delay,  from  whatever  cause,  can 
only  add  to  the  already  heavy  expenditure  on  this  scheme. 

Water  supplies  in  the  district  are  to  be  further  improved 
in  1961,  when  some  six  small  extensions  are  to  be  made  to  existing 
mains  in  the  area  surrounding  the  township. 

Unfortunately  supplies  in  the  North  of  the  district  are  to 
remain  for  the  time  being  as  they  are  and  no  improvements  can  be 
forseen  until  such  time  as  the  new  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  has  had 
time  to  take  stock  of  its  position  and  formulate  policy. 

In  a  district  where  older  properties  are  predominant  it  is 
good  to  see  advantage  being  taken  of  house  improvement  grants  although, 
as  I  have  mentioned  previously,  landlords  as  opposed  to  owner  occupiers, 
are  still  reluctant  to  improve  their  tenanted  property.  However  many 
houses  have  had  installed  the  usual  amenities  that  are  expected  today 
without  the  appearance  and  character  of  Pickering  being  spoiled. 


There  was  nothing  in  the  routine  of  my  department  during  the 
year  which  calls  for  any  special  mention.

All  supplies  except  the  Stape  Area  are  obtained  in  bulk  from 
the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  from  three  main  tales  off  points  on  the 
Board’s  10”  main  feeding  Swains ea  Lane  reservoir. 


The  Stape  supply  is  privately  owned  and  maintained  by  the 
Forestry  Commission,

There  are  no  changes  to  report  in  the  method  or  frequency 
of  collection;  in  most  of  the  district  refuse  is  collected  weekly 
with  the  exception  of  Bean  Sheaf  and  Stape  where  a  three  monthly 
collection  is  in  operation. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  hy  crude  tipping. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

I  make  reference  in  my  remarks  to  a  new  scheme  which  ha3 
now  been  approved.  Briefly  the  scheme  provides  for  the  laying  of 
the  main  sewer  throughout  the  town,  an  improved  method  of  pumping 
sewage  from  the  east  end  to  the  west  and  for  a  more  satisfactory 
treatment  of  sewage  at  the  disposal  works. 

During  the  year  considerable  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  keeping  the  ejector  station  in  Eastgate  working  and 
hired  pumps  have  been  used  for  prolonged  periods,  comments  in 
previous  reports  will  show  that  this  eventuality  was  not  unforseen 
but  never-the-1  ess  the  ejector  pumps  have  given  very  good  service 
indeed  and  their  performance,  particularly  under  the  conditions 
under  which  they  have  been  called  upon  to  work,  has  been  good. 

I  list  below  brief  details  of  analyses  of  the  sewage 
works  effluent  taken  from  reports  forwarded  by  the  Yorkshire  Ouse 
River  Board.

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
operated  by  local  butchers  while  other  meat  for  local  consumption 
is  killed  at  Malton  for  sale  in  Pickering. 


During  the  year  260  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses 
for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 

During  the  year  many  consultations  and  meetings  were 
arranged  between  interested  parties  with  a  view  to  preparing  the 
report  on  slaughtering  facilities  required  under  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958. 

Eventually  I  was  able  to  report  that  the  parties  concerned 
shared  the  views  3et  out  in  my  draft  report  and  the  Council’s  report 
was  published  on  16th  October,  1960.  This  report  was  accepted  in  its 
entirely  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  and  its 
purpose  will  bo  put  into  effect  in  early  1961.
